Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  Report  for  the  year  1937. 

The  population  at  the  1931  census  was  5,607  and  the  number  of  houses 
1,599,  of  which  1549  were  occupied  giving  an  average  number  of  persons  per 
house  of  3 '69.  The  occupied  houses  now  number  1,832  and  the  unoccupied 
100 — a total  of  1,932,  or  an  average  number  per  house  of  3T8,  against  4T8  in 
1921,  4'28  in  1911,  and  4 54  in  1901.  Thirty  houses  are  back-to-back.

Population. 


There  is  a natural  increase  of  30  (the  births  being  that  number  more  than 
the  deaths)  but  taking  into  consideration  other  factors  at  his  command,  the 
Registrar  General’s  estimate  is  5826,  or  an  increase  of  44  over  the  previous  year. 

Birth  Rate. 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  was  94 — 50  boys  and  44  girls  — of 
which  1 boy  and  1 girl  were  illegitimate.  This  gives  a birth  rate  of  16T  per 
1,000  of  the  population  against  12'8  for  the  previous  year,  the  rate  for  .England 
and  Wales  being  14'8.  There  were  6 additional  still  births,  against  9 in  1935. 

Death  Rate. 

The  registered  deaths  numbered  64 — 26  males  and  38  females — giving  a 
death  rate  of  10'98  per  1000  of  the  population  against  13'49  for  the  previous  year 
the  rate  for  the  whole  country  being  12' 1. 


Infant  Mortality  Rate. 


There  were  2 deaths — 1 boy  and  1 girl — in  children  under  a year  old, 
showing  an  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  21'27  per  1,000  of  live  births  against 
135T3  for  1935,  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  being  59.  This  is  the  lowest 
rate  in  records  extending  over  the  last  50  years.

Table  A gives  an  analysis  of  the  various  age  groups. 

The  County  Council  provide  shelters  and  institutional  treatment  for 
Tuberculosis  and  a dispensary  at  Horsforth. 

The  notification  of  new  cases  is  satisfactory,  and  there  is  a tendency  to  take 
more  advantage  of  the  facilities  offered  by  the  dispensary. 

On  receipt  of  notification  of  an  infectious  disease,  the  infected  house  is 
visited  by  the  Inspector  and  myself,  when  inquiries  are  made  of  the  possible 
source  of  infection,  and  an  inspection  made  of  the  general  sanitary  condition  of 
the  premises. 

On  removal  or  on  the  termination  of  the  case,  the  rooms  are  fumigated  with 
Formaldehyde  and  the  bedding,  etc.,  removed  to  hospital  for  disinfection. 

The  County  Council  undertake  bacteriological  examination  and  diphtheria 
antitoxin  is  provided  by  the  District  Council  when  required. 

The  general  hospitals  available  are  the  General  Infirmary  at  Leeds,  the 
Royal  Infirmary,  Bradford,  and  the  New  Hall  Infirmary,  Otley,  while  the 
Leeds  Maternity  Hospital  and  St.  Luke’s  Hospital,  Bradford,  take  in  cases  by 
arrangement  with  the  County  Council. 

The  Bradford  Eye  and  Ear  Hospital  also  deals  with  special  Cases. 

The  Isolation  and  Smallpox  Hospitals  are  provided  by  the  Wharfedale 
Joint  Hospital  Board,  the  former  being  at  Menston  in  the  Wharfedale  Rural 
District,  and  the  latter  in  this  area. 

Ambulances  for  infectious  cases  are  stationed  at  the  hospitals  ; one  for 
general  use  is  provided  by  the  local  branch  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance. 

Clinics  for  venereal  diseases  are  held  at  the  Leeds  and  Bradford 

Infirmaries. 

A District  Nurse  is  provided  by  the  local  Nursing  Association  : she  acts 
also  as  a Maternity  Nurse. 

The  County  run  a Child  Welfare  Centre  and  provide  Health  Visitors  : also 
an  Ante-Nalal  Clinic. 


There  is  one  Mid-wife  in  private  practice. 
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Water  Supply. 

The  Bore  Hole  in  Netherfield  has  continued  to  give  satisfactory  results  and 
the  district  has  had  an  ample  supply  of  pure  water  throughout  the  year. 

With  the  exception  of  some  score  houses  in  the  outlying  districts  the 
whole  township  is  on  the  public  supply. 

Sewage  Disposal. 

There  are  1455  water  closets,  5 pail  and  13  waste  water  closets  ; 4 open 
ashpits,  116  covered  middens  and  1469  portable  ash  bins.  The  dry  refuse  is 
removed  to  the  tips  at  Chevin  End  or  Ripley  Lane  and  the  night-soil  put  on  farm 
land  away  from  the  highway  and  dwellings.  A.  new  tip  in  Shaw  Lane  was 
commenced  in  November.  Altogether  2,150  loads  have  been  removed. 

The  gullies  are  attended  to  regularly  by  the  staff  and  householders  are 
urged  to  burn  all  rubbish  as  far  as  possible. 

The  town  is  efficiently  sewered  and  after  treatment  the  filtrate  is  discharged 
into  a stream  which  after  a course  of  about  a mile  runs  into  the  River  Aire. 
There  have  been  complaints  by  the  Rivers’  Board  on  the  inadequacy  of  the 
treatment  and  the  question  of  improvement  in  this  respect  is  at  present  under 
the  consideration  of  the  Council. 

During  the  year  330  yards  of  9"  sewer,  120  yards  of  6"  socketed  pipe  drain, 
and  630  yards  of  4"  glazed  socketed  pipe  drain  were  laid  by  private  owners. 
60  yards  of  existing  6"  sewer  has  been  relaid. 

Housing. 

One  Hundred  and  Fifty  Three  new  houses,  all  built  by  private  enterprise, 
have  been  completed,  as  against  28  in  the  previous  year  and  34  in  1934. 

For  further  detailed  statistics  see  Table  D. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 

There  are  16  cowsheds  on  the  register  and  special  attention  has  been  paid 
to  their  inspection,  entailing  some  32  visits,  on.  several  of  which  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  was  accompanied  by  a Veterinary  Inspector  of  the  County. 
Altogether  the  general  cleanliness  of  the  premises  has  greatly  improved-  Five 
have  been  considered  to  need  further  attention  and  notices  to  this  effect  have 
been  served. 

The  number  of  milk  purveyors  is  17.

The  dimensions  of  all  the  workshops  and  workplaces  with  the  number  of 
employees  are  registered. 

There  have  been  50  inspections  of  factories  and  10  of  workshops,  with  the 
following  results 

Cleanliness.  Clean  and  free  from  effluvia. 

Air  Space.  Equal  to  250  feet  for  day  work  and  400  for  night  work. 

Drainage.  Satisfactory. 

Sanitary  Accommodation.  Satisfactory. 

There  are  14  bakehouses,  which  have  been  inspected  and  considered 
satisfactory. 

No  outwork  is  given  out  in  the  district. 

In  presenting  this  my  last  Annual  Report,  may  I point  out  that  the  birth- 
rate is  higher  and  the  deathrate  lower  than  that  of  the  Country  as  a whole  ; also 
the  Zymotic,  the  Infant  Mortality,  and  the  Tuberculosis  death  rates  are  all  lower. 
The  Infant  Mortality  rate  is  the  lowest  on  record,  while  for  the  first  time  the 
Tuberculosis  deathrate  is  Nil.

SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT. 

Year  Ending,  31st  December,  1936. 


To  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


Sir, 


I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary  work 
dealt  with  during  the  year  1936. 


Scavenging. 

During  the  year  2,150  loads  of  refuse  have  been  removed  from  ashpits 
and  ashbins.  The  work  has  been  done  by  contract.  Tipping  of  the  refuse  has 
been  done  at  Chevin  End,  Ripley  Lane  and  Shaw  Lane.  This  latter  tip  was 
commenced  in  November  and  is  being  made  to  form  level  playing  fields. 

The  conversion  of  privies  has  continued  during  the  year  and  30  new 
W.C.’s  have  been  provided  under  the  Council’s  scheme. 

Slaughter-houses. 

There  are  five  slaughter-houses  within  the  district,  and  whilst  they  cannot 
be  said  to  be  structurally  satisfactory,  the  occupiers  have  kept  them  clean  and 
tidy.  They  have  been  inspected  regularly  and  the  animals  slaughtered  have 
been  examined. 


Housing  Acts. 

During  the  year  the  Council  approved  of  a new  housing  scheme  of  98 
houses  and  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  was  obtained  to  a loan  for  64  houses. 
These  houses  are  to  be  allocated  to  slum  clearance,  overcrowding  and  the 
Housing  Act  1925. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  36  houses  were  under  consideration  to  be  dealt 
with  as  Clearance  areas,  and  the  preliminary  examination  was  made  along  with 
the  Assistant  County  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  overcrowding  survey  revealed  16  overcrowded  houses — 8 in  privately 
owned  houses  and  8 on  the  Council’s  Estate.  The  Council  were  able  by 
re-arrangement  of  tenants  to  reduce  the  overcrowded  cases  on  the  Council’s 
Estate  (see  Table  D.)  No  new  cases  of  overcrowding  were  noted  during 
the  year. 


Offensive  Trades. 

There  are  seven  fish  frying  shops  which  are  inspected  periodically  and  in 
general  are  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 

Attention  has  been  given  to  the  daries  and  cowsheds  and  32  visits  have 
been  made.  The  general  cleanliness  is  satisfactory.  There  was  only  one 
licence  as  retailer  for  “certified”  milk  and  no  producers  of  accredited  milk.

Sewerage  and  House  Drainage. 

During  the  past  year  330  yards  of  9"  earthenware  sewers,  120  yard  of  6" 
earthenware  drain  and  630  yards  of  4"  earthenware  drain  have  been  laid  by 
private  enterprise.  60  yards  of  existing  6"  sewer  which  was  causing  a nuisance 
was  taken  up  and  relaid  with  proper  falls  and  outlet. 


Development  within  the  Area. 

During  the  year  private  enterprise  completed  153  houses  principally  for 
the  working  classes,  and  considerable  extensions  were  commenced  to  an  electric 
lamp  works  within  the  area.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  a seasonal 
reduction  in  building  but  it  is  expected  that  development  will  continue  for 
some  time.
